THE WEBSTER SETTLEMENT PLAN. 


IT was a surprise to the trade when Charles 
L. Webster & Company assigned, because it was 
supposed that any enterprise undertaken by 
‘* everybody’s friend,” Mr. Clemens — who 
seemed to have a business mascot at hand in all 
his pecuniary affairs — could not be otherwise 
than successful. It was still more a surprise, 
and an unpleasant one, to find that on the eve 
of the assignment all the copyrights of Mark 
Twain’s works had been transferred to Mrs, 
Clemens as the largest creditor, leaving other 
creditors of the firm or of its partners to divide 
what might be left. It is a final surprise that 
the assets of the firm, which were at first re- 
puted to be worth one hundred cents on the lia- 
bilities, should prove to be in such shape that 
the creditors are asked to co-operate in continu- 
ing the business lest they should realize but a 
small percentage on their claims. 

The plan of continuing the business proposes 
that creditors should unite in authorizing three 
trustees—Mr. Wm. H. Payne, president of the 
Mount Morris Bank; Mr. Bainbridge Colby, 
lawyer, the assignee; and Mr. Charles Barrow, 
recently connected with the Webster firm—to 
continue the business, at the risk of the creditors, 
up to July 1, 1895. At the close of this period, 
Should a majority in interest of the creditors so 
decide, the business is still further to be con- 
tinued by the same three trustees. 

The plan is very simple. It practically makes 
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all the creditors liable for obligations incurred 
by the trustees, which do not seem to be limited 
by the conditions of the instrument but only by 
the credits which the trustees may be able to 
obtain. It is fairly questionable whether in case 
any one creditor were not in a position to pay 
his share of any such obligation the other cred- 
itors might not be additionally liable to that 
extent, even if any one creditor under the con- 
ditions of the peculiar trust might not be held 
liable for the entire debt. This is the more 
important, because among the creditors are the 
Mount Morris Bank and other incorporated in- 
stitutions, and in case the officers of these had 
not been duly authorized to pledge the capital 
of their respective institutions to this plan, their 
liability might not be recognized by courts and 
increased burdens might thus be thrown upon the 
unincorporated creditors. Moreover, as three 
or four of the large creditors, one of which is 
the bank and another of which is represented by 
the second of the trustees, constitute a majority 
in interest of the creditors, they might, at the 
end of the period, compel all the other credit- 
ors to unite willy nilly in continuing a business 
which may have been unprofitable the first year. 
As a matter of fact, the control of the business 
would doubtless be left by the other trustees 
practically in the hands of the only one of the 
three who has any working knowledge of the 
book business. 

The circumstances are, of course, somewhat 
different from those of the ordinary receiver- 
ship, because here the creditors are asked to 
join, without the intervention of a court, in pro- 
ceedings to protect their interests. On the 
other hand, the scheme has not the benefit of 
court protection, which is theoretically if not 
practically an advantage in the case of receiver- 
ships. But it involves very seriously the old 
question, whether it is well to throw good money 
after bad by continuing a business which has 
been unsuccessful, and thus continuing also a 
competition which is scarcely on even terms 
with the business of houses which have not 
failed. 

We give this analysis of the plan, not because 
it is of large importance in itself but because it 
may become a suggestion for solving other diffi- 
culties of the kind, and it seems to us that it 
might be very disastrous in the long run, if a 
plan were to become general by which those 
who had lost money were to be expected either 
as a matter of good nature or as a matter of 
business adjustment to furnish capital to con- 
tinue a business already proved by the fact of 
its failure to have been unsuccessful. The gen- 
eral adoption of such a plan would certainly 
not improve the business morale of the book 
trade. 
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THE LIMITATIONS OF THE ‘“ EDUCA- 
TIONAL CATALOGUE.” 


THE preparation and publication of the Epu- 
CATIONAL CATALOGUE always bring to us nu- 
merous complaints of the sins of omission and 
commission which that difficult enterprise in- 
volves. THE AMERICAN EDUCATIONAL CATA- 
LOGUE is intended to be a list of school books 
in general use in American schools, particularly 
of new publications of the year, intended for 
that purpose, which are made prominent by 
the asterisk mark. Itis not planned to include 
books of the higher education, such as are in 
use in colleges or technical schools, or the nu- 
merous books for supplementary reading, or 
teachers’ aids, or works on education, or books 
of reference. It has been our desire to pre- 
pare and publish a list of this class of books 
as supplementary to the EDUCATIONAL CATA- 
LOGUE proper, but we have never been able to 
obtain adequate trade support for a publica- 
tion which is costly and not justifiable with- 
out distinct support. There are large classes 
of books such as American, English, and other 
foreign authors, annotated for schools, whose 
number has become legion, which are undoubt- 
edly of wide use and which might fairly be in- 
cluded in the educational list but for the physical 
limits of manufacture. The EDUCATIONAL CATA- 
LOGUE is used for circulation by jobbers and 
retailers, and therefore cannot be extended to 
the limits of a large work, such as the ‘‘Annual 
Catalogue.” There are other works issued by 
publishers abroad which are imported by the 
American branch houses or other agents in 
small editions or in a fair number of copies, 
which also would have a claim to place in the 
EDUCATIONAL CATALOGUE, were it possible to 
publish such a catalogue in extenso. 

It is the desire of this office always to fur- 
nish the best cataloguing facilities that the trade 
will pay for. Within these limits the Epuca- 
TIONAL CATALOGUE has to be made. It does 
not pretend to absolute completeness; it does, 
however, endeavor to fulfil the practical need 
of most booksellers and most teachers, deal- 
ing with subjects and grades connected with 
the great body of common school education. 
We regret exceedingly that we cannot honor 
the request of many of our friends to include 
this or that work, admirable in itself and suited 
to more or less use in schools, inthis catalogue; 
but we have endeavored to state frankly and 
fairly the limitations under which this catalogu: 
is constituted. 


FURTHER inquiry satisfies us that the report 
made to the German Reichstag, referred to in our 
last issue, is very far from the truth in claiming 
that only a single German book has been en- 
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tered under our International Copyright law, 
On the contrary, a single Berlin publisher has 
made entry of seven books, all works of fiction, 
and every year witnesses the entry of some 
hundreds of books printed in German, and 
brought out in the United States, in almost 
every field of education, science, and literature, 
It is true that most of these are produced by 
German-Americans. There has been under In- 
ternational Copyright a very large protection of 
German musical compositions in this country, 
and their preponderance over books may be set 
down to the fact that the manufacturing clause 
was not extended to embrace music. 





ANTHONY COMSTOCK OVERRULED. 


Justice O’BriEN, of the Supreme Court, to 
whom Mr. J. J. Little as receiver for the Wor- 
thington Co. made application for instructions 
concerning tke final disposition of certain books 
which were found among the assets of the com- 
pany, and which are now in his custody, and re- 
specting which it is alleged by Anthony Com- 
stock of the Society for the Suppression of Vice, 
that they are unfit for circulation, that they 
come under the designation of immoral literature, 
and as such should be excluded from sale, hand- 
ed down the following decision: 

‘* After consultation with some of my brethren, 
we have concluded that the following views 
should be expressed concerning the merits of this 
motion: that these books constitute valuable 
assets of this receivership cannot be doubted, 
and the question before the court for decision on 
this motion is whether or not they are of such 
a character that they should be condemned and 
their sale prohibited. The books in question are 
Payne’s edition of ‘ The Arabian Nights,’ Field- 
ing’s novel ‘Tom Jones;’ the works of Rabelais, 
Ovid’s ‘Art of Love,’ the ‘Decameron’ of 
Boccaccio, the ‘ Heptameron’ of Queen Mar- 
garet of Navarre, the ‘Confessions’ of J. J. 
Rousseau, ‘ Tales from the Arabic,’ and ‘Alad- 
din.’ 

‘* Most of the volumes that have been sub- 
mitted to the inspection of the court are of 
choice editions, both as to the letter-press and 
the bindings, and are such, both as to their com- 
mercial value and subject-matter, as to prevent 
their being generally sold or purchased, except 
by those who would desire them for literary 
merit or for their worth as specimens of fine 
bookmaking. It'is very difficult to see upon 
what theory these world-renowned classics can 
be regarded as specimens of that pornographic 
literature which it is the office of the Society for 
the Suppression of Vice to suppress; or that 
they can come under any stronger condemnation 
than that high standard literature which consists 
of the works of Shakespeare, of Chaucer, of 
Laurence Sterne, and of other great English 
writers, without making references to many parts 
of the Old Testament scriptures, which are to be 
found in almost every household in the land. 
The very artistic character, the high qualities of 
style, the absence of those glaring and crude 
pictures, scenes, and descriptions which affect 
the common and vulgar mind, make a place for 
books of the character in question entirely apart 
from such gross and obscene writings as it is 
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the duty of the public authorities to suppress. 
It would be quite as unjustifiable to condemn the 
writings of Shakespeare and Chaucer and Lau- 
rence Sterne, the early English novelists, the 
playwrights of the Restoration and the dramatic 
literature which has so much enriched the Eng- 
lish language as to place an interdict upon these 
volumes which have received the admiration of 
literary men for so many years. What has be- 
come standard literature of the English language 
—has been wrought into the very structure of 
our splendid English literature—is not to be pro- 
nounced at this late day unfit for publication or 
circulation, and stamped with judicial disappro- 
bation as hurtful to the community. The works 
under consideration are the product of the great- 
est literary genius. 

‘‘Payne’s ‘Arabian Nights’ is a wonderful 
exhibition of Oriental scholarship, and the other 
volumes have so long held a supreme rank in 
literature that it would be absurd to call them 
now foul and unclean. A seeker after the sen- 
sual and degrading parts of a narrative may 
find in all these works, as inthose of other great 
authors, something to satisfy his pruriency. 
But to condemn a standard literary work be- 
cause of a few of its episodes would compel the 
exclusion from circulation of a very large pro- 
portion of the works of fiction of the most fa- 
mous writers of the English language. There is 
no such evil to be feared from the sale of these 
rare and costly books asthe imagination of many 
even well-disposed people might apprehend. 
They rank with the higher literature, and would 
not be bought nor appreciated by the class of 
people from whom unclean publications ought to 
be withheld. They are not corrupting in their 
influence upon the young, for they are not likely 
to reach them. I am satisfied that it would be 
a wanton destruction of property to prohibit the 
sale by the receiver of these works, for if their 
sale ought to be prohibited, the books should be 
burned, but I find no reason in law, morals, or 
expediency why they should not be sold for the 
benefit of the creditors of the receivership. The 
receiver is therefore allowed to sell these vol- 
umes.”

These comprise: ‘‘ International 
copyright—is it an advantage to the book trade ?”’ 
which will be opened for discussion by John H. 
Hume, of Portsmouth; ‘‘ Trade relations—are 
they improving between retailers and publishers ? 
How can these two be brought iato closer rela- 
tions?” opened by Chas. W. Hunter, of Rich- 
mond ; and ‘‘ Booksellers’ Associations—what 
have they accomplished ? Are they worth keep- 
ing up?” opened by T. S. Beckwith, of Peters- 
burg.

IN RE THE WORTHINGTON CO, 


J. J. Litre, receiver for the Worthington 
Company, has succeeded in recovering the 62 
cases of books stored by Mr. Worthington, first 
in Chicago, and subsequently in the Tower Stor- 
age Warehouse in New York, and 26 cases in 
the Fifth Avenue Storage Warehouse, also in 
New York, both consignments in the name of 
Margaret Worthington. These books, together 
with those released through the decision of Judge 
O’Brien, of which we make note elsewhere in 
this issue, and some other property recovered, 
especially the Bulkley, Dunton & Co.’s claim, 
which has been decided in Mr. Little’s favor by 
Referee Sandford, represent a value of upwards 
of $12,000, the proceeds from which will accrue 
to the profit of the creditors of the defunct con- 
cern. Mr. Little intends in a few days to ask 
the court for permission to pay a dividend of 
334 % to the creditors, 

In the afternoon of the 28th inst. Mr. Worth- 
ington was arrested in front of the Post building 
on Broadway, New York, on an order signed 
by Justice Barrett. Mr. Little is suing Worth- 
ington to recover $19,085.71, alleged to have 
been fraudulently appropriated to his own use. 
According to Worthington’s private accounts, 
not a little of this money went for ‘‘ pew rent” 
and ‘‘ church.” 

Mrs. Worthington and Miss Elizabeth Sproule, 
who were also stockholders in the company, are 
now in the Catskills. It is alleged that they also 
obtained from the company, through Worthing- 
ton, more money than they were entitled to, and 
a suit has been begun against them also. Mr. 
Little alleges that altogether Worthington and 
his wife and Miss Sproule obtained $60,000 more 
from the company than was due them. 

Mr. Little claims that during the existence of the 
company Worthington, as general manager and 
treasurer, was entitled to a gross salary of $14,541. 
He began at less than $3000a year, and then he 
and his wife and Miss Sproule voted to increase 
his salary until he was drawing $3500 a year. 
During these years, it is alleged, he appropriated 
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from the company’s money $19,085.71. James 
C. Arnold, who was for many years Worthing- 
ton’s book-keeper, says that Worthington signed 
all the commercial paper of the company and 
directed the payment of all checks. As soon as 
the company was organized he began to use 
company funds to pay his individual debts. 
Worthington’s accounts show a $25 or $50 pay- 
ment every month or two to the church, the pay- 
ments made to his tailor, and for the rent of his 
flat and all individual expenses, including large 
payments to four life insurance companies, It 
is alleged that Worthington made no accounting 
to the company for this money. Miss Sproule 
and Mrs. Worthington seem to have taken turns 
acting as president of the company, and as such 
drawing $1000 a year salary. 

When Worthington was arrested he was taken 
to the Sheriff’s office, where he remained until 
4 o'clock waiting for a bondsman. His bail was 
fixed at $5000, and, as he didn’t get it, he was 
sent to Ludlow Street Jail. 

Mr. James M. Fisk, the receiver’s attorney, 
says: ‘‘ We think that Worthington has money 
that rightfully belongs to his creditors. Weare 
suing Mrs. Worthington and Miss Sproule to re- 
cover about $40,000, which they have obtained 
from the company without warrant.” 

Worthington says that his arrest is an out- 
rage, and that when he can get hold of the 
books he can prove that the company still owes 
him money.

My Dear Sir: A volume has recently been 
issued by The J. S. Ogilvie Publishing Com- 
pany, of New York, which is being advertised 
and sold as if it were my work, although but 
thirty-eight pages out of the one hundred and 
sixty pages contained in the book were written 
by me. 

The cover page is worded as follows: ‘‘The 
Umbrella Mender,’” by Beatrice Harraden, 
author of ‘‘ Ships that Pass in the Night,” and 
other stories, New York, J. S. Ogilvie Publish- 
ing Company. 

The story which has been used to give a title 
to the volume, having been first published in an 
English periodical, can unfortunately not secure 
the protection of American copyright. It seems 
to me, however, that the publishers of this vol- 
ume are doing me a personal injury, and are 
giving both to myself and tothe reading public 
just ground for complaint in selling under my 
name material for which I am in no way respon- 
sible, and in giving to the reader as far as it is 
practicable to do so, by the wording of the 
cover, the impression that the entire contents of 
this volume are the work of my pen. 

I trouble you with this protest, as I under- 
stand that your journal is the recognized organ 
of the publishers and booksellers of the United 
States, and because I want to ask American 
booksellers to aid me, as far as it is in their 
power, to prevent a volume which is being 
offered to the public under false pretences from 
securing for itself any continued sale.

From the key issued by the’publishers it appears 
that Lord Randolph Churchill, Sir Ashmead 
Bartlett, Admiral Maxse, Prof. J. Seeley, Lady 
Dorothy Nevill, Vicomtesse Labrosse, and others 
equally well known in English politics and socie- 
ty are represented by the characters in the book. 


Joun WiEy & Sons will publish in the fall 
an authorized American edition of *‘ The Princi- 
ples of Modern Dairy Practice from a Bacteri- 
ological Point of View,” by Gésta Grotenfelt, 
president Mustiala Agricultural College, Fin- 
land, translated by F. W. Woll, assistant pro- 
fessor of agricultural chemistry, University of 
Wisconsin. The Swedish original of Dr. Gro- 
tenfelt’s work has been received with great favor 
by European dairymen and scientists, and has 
been translated into several European languages. 
The American translation has been revised and 
made thoroughly applicable to our conditions 
of dairying; the fundamental principles of the 
production of pure milk and the manufacture 
and handling of high-grade dairy products are 
fully treated in this book. It will no doubt 
prove very helpful to American dairymen and 
to students of the bacteriology of the dairy. 


H. Le SovupieEr, Paris, has just issued Gas- 
ton Routier’s ‘‘ Guillaume 11. 4 Londres et 
l'Union Franco-Russe " (William 11. in London 
and the Franco-Russian Union), which describes 
the visit of William 11. tothe Queen of England, 
made in July,1891. The author shows intimate 
acquaintance with the intricacies of European 
politics, and his remarks are full of common 
sense and insight into future complications. 
He describes the theatrical pageant of the em- 
peror’s journey, and givesalso a telling picture 
of the enthusiasm displayed by the two great 
allies, France and Russia, first at Cronstadt and 
then at Toulon. M. Le Soudier has also is- 
sued an excellent wall-map of Brazil, revised 
to 1892, by Dr. Innocencio S. Corréa, assisted 
by a corps of civil and naval engineers. The 
map designates railroads, telegraphic and cable 
communication, steamship lines to and from 
Brazil, and other necessary information. 


THE CENTURY COMPANY will publish in the 
fall ‘‘ The Century Cyclopedia of Names,” a 
companion volume (uniform in size and typog- 
raphy) to the ‘‘ Century Dictionary,” edited 
by Benjamin E. Smith, managing editor of the 
‘Century Dictionary,” assisted by a number of 
eminent specialists. This work, although es- 
sentially an independent book, forms an impor- 
tant part of the original plan of the great ‘‘ Cen- 
tury Dictionary.” That work was properly 
limited, with few exceptions, to the common 
words of the English language. To relate the 
proper names to appendixes, where only the 
briefest treatment of them is possible, was not 
in accordance with the liberal spirit by which 
the dictionary was controlled. Accordingly this 
companion volume was planned, in which the 
encyclopedic methods of The Century are ex- 
tended into that great field of names which it 
could not cover, and its scheme as an “ encyclo- 
peedic dictionary ” is made complete.
